A County of New Mt'iico. 


There is not a county in Nov.- Mexico 


but has many natural advantages and 
wonderful resources, but Dona Ana 
county, in (ho south central portion of 
the. territory, probably takes the lead. 
Dona Ana county is a vast tableland 
4,000 Coot above sea level, 150 miles from 
east to west and 100 iniles from north to 
south. Great mountain ranges spring 
up from the vast plain to a height of 
from 2,000 to 6,000 feet above their level, 
and from twenty to fifty iniles in length, 
but arp seldom more than ten or twelve 
miles m width. These mountains (rend 
nearly north and south, and are all rich 
in mineral, some of them containing 
mines that have been worked for many 
years by the old Spaniards and Mexicans, 
and are still producing. Large quanti- 
ties of gold, silver, copper and galena 
and other minerals are found. 


The plains between thes^ mountain 


ranges are treeless, but covered with 
rich, nutritious grama grass, which ia 
equal to the best cultivated provender, it 
is asserted, for rough feed. T4iis vast 
tract of tableland is traversed from north 
to south by the Rio Grande del Norte, 
which has washed out a valley five or 
six miles in width. For ages the pro- 
longed freshets—the melting snows of 
spring and the summer rains—hare 
brought with them the surplus decom- 
posed vegetable matter and rich in min- 
eral salts which impregnate the turbulent 
waters as they wash the mountain sides, 
the yast plains, and rush down the or- 
royas. These sedimentary deposits are 
in this way precipitated, and nave cov- 
ered the entire valley to a great depth 
with the richest of alluvial soils. The 
waters of the Kio Grande, like those of 
the Nile of Egypt, are exceedingly rich 
in this sedimentary material held in 
solution, and when spread over the kuida 
iii the process of irrigation, renews the 
soils and renders the use- of other fer- 
tilizers unnecessary.—Cor. Kansas City 
Journal. 


The Haunted Role. 


One night al»ut fifty years ago a brutal 


murder was committed" at a lonely place 
on the high road between Warwick and 
Stratforcl-upon-Avon, writes a London 
correspondent. The next morning the 
murdered man was found lying by the 
roadside, his head much mangled, resting 
in a small hole in the bank. The. assas- 
sins, two in number, were shortlv after- 
ward discovered, and they were lianged 
at Wai-wick for their crime. From that 
day to this tho hole wherein the dead 
man's head reposed remains unchanged. 
No matter how often it may bo filled up, 
whether by the wash of heavy rains or 
by stones and leaves that boys may hap- 
pen to cast into it as they pass, it 13 soon 
found to be again empty. No one takes 
caro Of it. No one knows whether or by 
whom it is guarded. Fill it at nightfall 
and you will find it empty in the morn- 
ing. That is tho local belief and affirma- 
tion. The place is haunted. 


This spot ia about two miles out of 


Stratford, and cot distant from the gates 
of Charlcote park. I looked at this hole 
one bright day in June, and saw that it 
was empty. Nature, it is thought by the 
poets, abhors complicity with tho con- 
cealment of crime, and brands with her 
curse the places that are linked with the 
shedding of blood. You will recall that 
strong line in Tom Hood'a poem of "Eu- 
gene Aram": "For a mighty wind had 
swept the place, and still the corse was 
bare."—Cincinnati Enquirer. 


Be Kind to tbe Children. 


Wallace says the mind of man is so 


great that henceforth his "selection" 
will replace tbe primaeval power of 
"natural selection," so that it is possible 
the earth will bear only cultivated planta 
and tamo animak; and Frederica Bre- 
mer thinks man may possibly create "an 
ennobled race of animals" by Ihe educa- 
tion of a kind and gentle treatment.

The next store to this « as that of a 


lantern maki t , and indeed the shires seem 
to be jumblul together without regard to 
order. A carpenter shop n next to a 
shoe store, and a buth house bumps up 
against a hardware stole. Thh lantern 
!.hop was making the lanterns which are 
now largely used at lawn fetes in Amer- 
ica and which form the lights for Japan 
at night. Kvery one carries one of these 
paper lantems hero when he goes about 
at night, and the evening you read this 
1( tti r yon m iv IK sure that at least 5,000,- 
OIID ot then: are niowng here and there 
throughout streets and roads of Japan. 
rllk> ]mnksh,i men have them tied to the 
shafts of their carrl.ges; the pedestrians 
have them attached to sticks, and in front 
of each store and house one hangs. 
At 


dinner parties they fill the trees of par- 
dens with bright colored lights, and they 
lire exported bv the millions yearly. 


1 spi nt some time in going through the 


wholesale stores of Tokio. The Japanese 
are good packers, and they put up their 
goods for shipment in a different way 
from ours 
There are few nails used in 


fastx mug up (he lx)xes or cr.itts, and rope 
almost universally takes the place of 
nails, (jreat store l»xes are tied up with 
rope, and in some of the lumber yards I 
see that the boards arc tied together in 
bundles and stood on end, and not laid 
flat as with us. Each bundle of two or 
three !>oards has its price marked on it, 
and these lumber yards are practically 
stores, and they may bo found in all 
parts of the city. As to the use of string 
m tying up packages, this is very rare. 
A strip of rice paper is sometimes twisted 
about about a parcel, but woolen or cot- 
ton string is seldom seen. 


THE ESSIi.NC'B OF ECONOMY. 


I notoel in the buying of some photo- 


graphs that tlx> cltri; who made up the 
package had some of this string. It is 
the samo that onr grocers use. The clerk 
first measured the parcel thia way and 
that, and took just enough to make the 
knot and no more. Still, string is cheaper 
here than with us. I mention this as an 
example of the economy of the people. 


And still you will find but few rich 


Japanese! The rule here is that tlie peo- 
ple are not accumulative, in our sense of 
the word. They have never learned the 
philosophy of investment, and 
they 


spend all "they make. They have in the 
past had no chanco for the investment of 
money, except in lands, and the saving 
done "has been largely for rebuilding 
their houses m case of fires, which ;ue 
very frequent. Dr. Hepburn, wlio lias 
Iweji in Japan for more than ten veare, 
is my authority for the statement tliat a 
Japanese hotr.e is thought on the aver- 
ago to last only tivc years before it is 
destroyed by (ire. The framework and 
tho inferiors :ire like tinder, and whole 
villages are swallowed up almost monthly 
in Japanese conflagrations. 


The people are the most careless in re- 


gard to fires I have ever seen, and thero 
are no fire departments to Bpeak of out 
of the four or five large cities. This dan- 
f 


er hae thus been an incentive to saving, 
ut ulxm> this there is little. Seven- 


tenths of the people, at a rough estimate, 
live from hand to mouth, though the 
postal sa^ 1 i : banks, which have beim 
introduced, bid fair to teach them differ- 
ently. Interest is high, and tho banks 
make raop.'y. Thero is not a largo gov- 
ernment i\"l)t, and most of tho de*>t is 
held at home.—Prank G. Carpenter.
